The composition of the solution treated 
with the lime, and the quantity of the latter 
vary, nevertheless, with the ascertained loss. 

In case of a loss of 10 per cent. to go 
kilogs. of recovered salts, use 10 kilogs. of 
sulphate and 20 kilogs. of lime ; in case of 15 
per cent. loss, with 85 kilogs. of recovered 
salts, take 15 kilogs. of sulphate and 23 kilogs. 
of lime; in case of 20 per cent, loss, add to 
80 kilogs. of recovered salts 20 kilogs. of sul- 
phate and 25 kilogs. of lime. 

When it becomes necessary to add 25 
kilogs. of sulphate to 75 kilogs. of salts from 
the old liquor the quantity of the lime used is 
from 28 to 32 kilogs. for the extreme limit 
of 30 kilogs. of the new salt added to the 70 
kilogs. of recovered salt. Generally speaking 


the liquor obtained contains 37 per cent. of | 


sulphate of soda, 8 per cent. of carbonate, 24 
per cent. of caustic soda and 3 per cent. of 
sulphide of soda. This composition, how. 
ever, will vary according to the nature of the 
vegetable matter subjected to the cooking. 

It will be seen from the above that the 
treatment of vegetable matter here described 
differs from the old process of boiling with 
caustic soda, for the reason that in the prepa- 
ration of the liquor the caustic soda lost in 
the treatment was in the recovery replaced by 
sulphate of soda, and that the quantity of 
lime employed in the caustification is reduced 


from 45 to 20 or 23 per cent.

Washable Paper. 


Watson Smith, F.C.S., F.I.C., lecturer 
in chemical technology in the Victoria Uni- 
versity, in an article on industrial chemistry 
gives a method for the manufacture of wash- 
able paper. Writing and drawing papers are 
covered with a thin coating of a mixture of 
glue, or some other suitable adhesive substance, 
and zinc white, chalk or barytes and the color 
for producing the desired tint. They are then 
coated with silicate of soda, to which a small 
quantity of magnesia has been added, and 
dried at a temperature of 25° Centigrade dur- 
ing ten days or so. Paper thus treated is said 
to possess the property of preserving writing 
or drawing in lead pencil, chalk, or indian 
ink.

It is then treated 
with a solution of 1 part of resin soap in 8 to 
10 parts of a solution of pure aluminum sul 
phate, after which it is manufactured into pa- 
per like ordinary pulp.

Holyoke Notes.

Hotyoxe, Mass., December 15, 1887. 

The old year is rapidly waning and a 
new page of the unwritten history of the paper 
trade will soon be turned ; but, notwithstand- 
ing all this, business continues good in most 
lines at a time when a season of quiet is 
generally looked for. As a general thing the 
dealers are not buying very liberally for pres- 
ent use, as the first of the new year is close 
at hand, when it is undesirable to carry large 
stocks, owing to the annual inventory which 
must soon be taken. There are some kinds 
of goods which are as staple as wheat, and 
these must always be kept in stock ; therefore 
most of the orders for immediate delivery are 
confined to these lines. The majority of the 
orders now coming in are for future delivery 
and the manufacturers are booking a good 
showing of these. Many dealers like to have 
goods ordered ahead, so that in case of a sud- 
den emergency they can lay their hands on 
the material which they need at a moment’s 
notice. Some quite respectable orders as to 
size have recently been received for January 
shipment. The book and engine-sized mills 
especially have been favored with such orders. 

There is another gratifying feature to the 
present condition of affairs which is pleasing 
to contemplate, and that isthe confidence ex- 
hibited in the future. Most of the active 
manufacturers agree that the outlook for the 
coming year is very favorable, and unless 
something unforeseen happens there is no 
reason why the paper trade should not come 
in for its full share of prosperity. The atti- 
tude of Congress toward the tariff question is 
regarded by some with feelings akin to appre- 
hension, but the more confident do not believe 
that our legislators will think best to make any 
important changes in the tariff, because they 
are not called for. The unexpected frequent- 
ly happens, however, and the capabilities of 
the average CongresSman cannot always be 
estimated. Although there is considerable 
activity in the market there is no disposition 
to shade prices, and values are well main- 
tained. The general feeling among manufac- 
turers is that of assurance that prices will be 
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no lower than they are now, but on the other 


hand it would not be surprising at any time 


to see signs of stiffening. Taking everything 
into consideration it is safe to say that those 
who order goods at present prices for delivery 
early next year will make no mistake, as 
prices have reached low-water mark. 

The stock market shows very little change, 
unless it is the firmness on the other side of 
the water. The dealers say that very few 
English rags are coming over now, our cou- 
sins on the other side managing to hold on 
to the bulk of such offerings. The mills on 
English soil seem to be using more of the na- 
tive production than usual There has been 
a steady increase in the collection of domestic 
rags and the offerings are in proportion. The 
weather thus far this winter has been very 
favorable for this industry, as the collectors 
can visit the outlying districts with less diffi- 
culty than with a body of snow on the ground. 
The demand for these goods will be somewhat 
limited till after the first of the year. The 
mills are pretty well stocked just now and im- 
mediate purchases will probably for future 
delivery. Chemicalsare in moderate demand, 
with prices unchanged. Some of the mills are 
having considerable difficulty in getting all of 
the coal that they need. 

Many of the manufacturers are getting 
ready for the annual inventory which comes 
about this time or atrifle later. They are limit- 
ing their purchases to their immediate needs 
and reducing expenses in every possible direc- 
tion. It is hoped that all will find balances on 
the right side of the account when the books 
are closed. 

Some of the manufacturers are in doubt as 
to what course to pursue in regard to the 
shutting down of the mills on Saturday nights. 
Many say, and especially those who are very 
busy, that they had rather pay their help more 
and run the mills full time. It will involve 
quite a loss to some of the manufacturers to 
cut off the hours asked for by their employees 
There is something to be said on both sides 
of the question, they claim, It will put the 
Holyoke mills at a disadvantage to shut down 
and allow their competitors all over the coun- 
try to run as usual, and in the end it will 
prove to be a costly experiment. A dozen 
mills cannot afford to shut down, but the 
movement ought to be general to be success- 
ful. 

The Syms & Dudley and Nonotuck Paper 
companies are putting in the Hyatt filtering 
system, and expect to have the apparatus in 
working order in about two weeks. The ca- 
pacity of each will be about 5,000 gallons of 
pure water a minute, and this, with the Winona 
Company's system, will give three mills on the 
third level canal 15,000 gallons a minute. 

Michael Loftus, employed by the Beebe & 
Holbrook Company, had his leg crushed one 
day this week by a heavy car of stock which 
fell on him. H.

Only fifteen days more remain to be

| few days are to be marked by a very heavy 
| distribution of, merchandise of miscellaneous 
| kinds and values, the paper industry will, as 
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is usual atthe tail-end of the year, be passively 
quiet. 

It must not be inferred, however, that the 
paper trade is dull, for such is not the case. 
Every day calls for some business, and dealers 
are even now fairly busy in filling small orders, 
but the demand for large lots for immediate 
use is for the time being absent. And yet 
there is considerable activity among city so- 
liciters, who are watching the movements of 
publishers in preparing for their spring busi- 
ness. 

The talk of higher prices for paper is still 
heard in different quarters, and it is barely 
possible that the year 1888 may develop the 
long entertained hope —an advance in paper. 

The most quiet branch of the trade is found 
in the paper-stock market—not enough doing 
to talk about. 

The chemical market is also rather quiet. 
Bleaching powders are quoted at 1.90@ 
1.92 4c. to arrive ; 1.85@1.87\%c. from store ; 
caustic soda, 2.324%@2.35c. Soda ash and 
soda crystals are unchanged in prices. 

The receipts of chemicals for the week to 
date comprise 1,346 casks of bleaching pow- 
ders, 610 drums of caustic soda, 705 casks of 
soda ash, 111 casks of alkali, and 280 barrels 
of soda crystals. 

Paper-stock imports for the same time in- 
clude 1,869 bales of rags, 391 bales, 32 coils 
of manillas, and 2,840 bales of miscellaneous 
grades of paper stock. 

Other imports were 61 bales of wood pulp 
for Canada, 240 barrels of alum, 200 barrels 
of Venetian red, 36 casks of Southern clay, 
389 bags of hide cutting, 98 bags and 18 bales 
of old pickers. 

The December reunion of the Boston Paper 
Trade Association will be held on Wednesday 
evening of next week, December 21, at the 
Quincy House, this city.

It is true that Pechiney & Co., of Sal- 
indres, Gard, France, have succeeded in mak- 
ing bleaching powder upon a manufacturing 
scale from magnesium chloride, but from all 
we can learn the bleach made by the process 
costs nearly Gouble that made by the old Wel- 
don process. This being the first apparatus 
erected, no doubt great economies may be in- 
troduced; in fact, it is stated that MM. Pechiney 
hope soon to reduce the cost of production so 
as to bring the new process within the range 
of ‘‘ practical politics,” but we fail to see | 
where the advantage is, if it is not cheaper, or 
at least as cheap as the old process. Their ad- |

.vantage may be in being able to utilize the | 





chloride of magnesium, of which MM. Pechi- 
ney have enough and to spare, and by work- 
ing the new process in conjunction with the 
old they may make double the quantity of 
bleaching powder per ton of salt decomposed. 

But, again, where is the advantage if the 
bleaching powder costs more per ton? It may 
be in having less salt-cake to sel! at a loss, and 
this to the English makers would be a decided 
gain, providing that the bleaching powder 
costs no more to make than at present, when 
it has to bear the loss upon the soda. But if 
less soda was made by the Leblanc process 
there would be more room for ammonia-soda, 
and this might suit MM. Pechiney, who are 
also makers of ammonia-soda, but it might 
not suit Widnes or St. Helens. 

However this may be, the chief success of 
the process depends upon the cost of produc- 
tion and not upon the scientific success of the 
processes of manufacture, but if the processes 
of manufacture be a success it may be worked 
at Stassfurt and elsewhere on the Continent 
where chloride of magnesium is plentiful and 
cheap. The English manufacturers naturally 
and rightly wish to acquaint themselves with 
the details of the new process, and for this 
purpose several of them have already ar- 
ranged to visit MM. Pechiney’s works. They 
scent danger in the wind ; but with cheap salt 
and cheap pyrites they need not be afraid, and 
if they can reduce the cost of sulphur to one 
penny per unit per ton, as is stated, they may, 
if they have any enterprise left, still defy 
creation so far as the manufacture of bleaching 
powder is concerned.—Chemical Trade Journal,

MANUFACTURERS of chemical fibre by 
the alkali process have not made uptheir 
minds to give up the field to the cham- 
pions of acid solutions. It is too soon, as 
we have already remarked, to concede 
that the soda process is to be wiped out. 
The contest between the two systems will 
probably induce many changes and lead 
to results which only such a competition 
can secure. 





DIGESTERS are still the subject of in- 
ventive effort. One of the latest forms, de- 
signed for use in the bisulphite processes, 
is illustrated and described in this issue 
of THE JouRNAL. This form of boiler 
will, it is claimed, withstand the action of 
the acid solution, the joints being so 
covered and guarded as to prevent leak- 
age through the lining and the conse- 
quent injury to the iron shell. As this is 
the invention of a well-known’ manufac- 
turer who is engaged in the production 
of bisulphite fibre, it may be presumed 
that practical experience of its adapta- 
bility has been had.

We have just received the synopsis, with 
some further details, of this exhibition, 
and there is evidently an earnest desire 
on the part of the managers that the

charges, involve much saving in th- 


cost of exhibiting. We believe that it 
will be desirable to take advantage of this 
opportunity for introducing our manu- 
| factures to the notice of European buy- 
|ers and to the number of visitors from 
different countries who may be expected 
to be present at the exhibition. 





A WORKINGMAN, in a recent address 
before a trade organization, laid 
| upon the fact that the hours of labor have 
been largely reduced within the past fifty 
years, and that wages have been consid- 
| erably advanced during the same period. 
While it does not follow that because of 
this the workingmen have no reason to 
| complain or to demand further conces- 
| sions, it is well for them to remember 
| that their condition has been much im- 
proved, in this country at least, and that 
therefore the constant denunciation of 
capital as being at war with labor, and the 
assertion that the poor 
poorer, while the wealthy are acquiring 
more riches, do not hold. If with better 
wages and better living people are not as 
well off, or, indeed, their condition is not 
more improved compared with the work-

themselves. It is a praiseworthy thing 
for the workingman or workingwoman to 
seek better education and to desire refine- 
ment in their surroundings; but these 
can be obtained without aping the rich 


and this is frequently shown in things 
which do not justify it. It is the duty of 
the working people to correct this. 





WE have before us a sample of book 
paper made in 1858 and costing then 17 
cents per pound. It is, to be sure, made 
from different material than that now em- 
ployed in the manufacture of book pa- 
pers, but it wants the finish of the 
products of the present day and 
would not meet the demands of our 
printers and publishers. The current 
quotations for book papers are from 
6% to 9% cents per pound. If we 
contrast these prices we are led to ask 
what has been the cheapening process 
and what influences have directly or in- 
directly operated to bring it about. The 





improvements in machinery, the intro- | 


duction of wood pulp and chemical fibre 


have been potent, and the protection af- | 


forded by the tariff, which has helped 
to build up and strengthen so many of 
our industries. Paper making in this 
country has taken great strides within 
the past thirty years, notably with- 
in twenty. The manufacture of chemi- 
cals used in paper making has also 
been fostered by the tariff and has been 
influential in keeping the prices of for- 
eign chemicals within bounds. And yet 
there are people, notably writers, and the 
newspapers which make so determined 
an onslaught on the tariff, who have 
profited by the reduced cost of paper. 
And not only our own industry but 
all of the great industries of the coun- 
try as well have gained to the same 
extent. It is not too much to say that 
like examples can probably be found in 
| every branch of manufacture. In the en- 
largement of our industries every inter- 
est has shared. The agriculturist has 
found amarket at home and is not de- 
pendent upon the caprice of foreign mar- 
kets. In the face of this development and 
our growing wealth, and with the ex- 
amples of ruined industries in other 
countries as the result of free trade, there 
are those who are willing and anxious to 
overcome all of the efforts of our indus- 
trial enterprise. In the interest of the 
working classes—not to speak of the 
manufacturers themselves — our tariff 
policy should be maintained.

An English paper remarks: “ Caustic 
soda is now again going through the annual 
process of ‘bearing’ tor the paper-makers’ 
1888 contracts by dealers who, for the past 
dozen years have, according to the same 
authority, been almost invariably successful 
in discounting the market. They have, how- 
ever, a ‘dark horse’ in bleaching powder 
which they cannot calculate upon with the 
same degree of certainty, consequently the 
value of this article is practically in the mak- 
ers’ hands.” 

It further says: “The advance since 
the convention to £7 ros. f. o. r. makers’ 
works has had the effect of drawing out the 
large buyers for 1888 at £7 5s., and the 
makers might with advantage to themselves 
clear out for next year at this price, ere the 
happy day for paper manufacturers comes 
when competition will fix the price.” 


The imports of wood pulp for the pres- 
ent year have been very large. In 1885 about 
45,000 bales were imported ; in 1886 the fig- 
ures ran up to over 125,000 bales, and this 
year the total imports will probably be a 
hundred thousand bales more than last year. 
These figures, taken in connection with the 
increase of production of domestic wood pulp, 
would seem to, and do, furnish a very large 
reason for the present condition of the rag 
market. 


There is a constant effort to discover 
new fibres and processes, and the tendency is 
steadily toward lowering the cost of produc- 
tion, a result which is being assisted by the 
keen competition which exists. 





Then comes the bisulphite question. 
That is being worked out, and no doubt the 
solution of the problem will ere long be 
reached. Meantime thcse who pin their 
faith to the soda process are not idle and ex- 
press the opinion that they will be fully able to 
meet bisulphite and hold their own against it. 


The afternoon promenade on the upper 
part of Broadway is an established institution, 
and each day there is a great throng of people 
moving in a seemingly endless stream.

W. H. 7. Tower, Fairfield, Me.—1 come 
by paper making naturally, my father, grand- 
father and great-grandfather having been 
paper makers, while my son is following in 
the same line. I learned my trade in my 
father's mill in Maine, and when I was young 
I went to California and built the first paper- 
mill in that State. It was known as the 
Pioneer Miil and was owned by Taylor & 
Post, now S. P. Taylor & Co. I think that 
was about 1853. The mill was started up on 
news which was made of new clothing. That 
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it was cheaper at that time and in 
that country to buy a new shirt than to have 
one washed, and we made paper out of shirts 
and other articles of clothing which had never 
been washed. Some of them had been worn 
a good while, but when they were taken off 
they were used for paper making. The 
clothing was collected and baled by Chinese. 
Paper was high in those days. I was one of 
those who built the first Gould engine. We 
put this engine into the Treasury Department, 
where it was used to destroy the redeemed 
currency. The government paid $3,000 for 
the engine, besides which there were extras 
in the shape of covers, &c., which cost several

Samuel I. Knight, Chairman Executive 
Committee, Stationers’ Board of Trade, New 
York.—Some weeks ago a special commit- 
tee of the trustees of the Stationers’ Board 
of Trade was appointed to investigate 
the workings of the office and to report 
as to the advisability of increasing the 
annual dues. This committee reported at 
an executive session of the board, which 
largely attended, there being thir- 
teen out of eighteen trustees present. The 
committee reported against increasing the 
dues, and it was then sought to reorgan- 
ize the office torce. A resolution was passed 
allowing the secretary to resign and placing 
the office temporarily in charge of the counsel 
to the board, the executive committee being 
instructed to make the transfer. The execu-

“Two Wet Presses Enough.” 
Luzerne, Switzerland, December 1, 1887. 
To the Editor of The Journal : 

In regard to the communication in THE 
JOwRNAL of October 22, headed ‘‘ Felts versus 
Coal Pile,” I stand on the side of the assistant 
superintendent. 

Machines with three’ ‘*wet presses” and 
coucher, making four, are not uncommon 
things on the European Continent, but they 
are generally considered an older class of pa- 
per machines. What little coal or fuel they 
save they fully make up in ‘‘lgst time” in 
changing felts—one at least of the three - or 
in shutting down for washing when they 
‘* mark,” and also in a slower run, according- 
ly as every one of the three felts is generally 
much shorter than can be conveniently had 
with only two felts. I would rather be a be- 
liever in no felts, were it only possible, than 
in adding to the number of those expensive

GvuabDa.ajara, Mexico, December 3, 1887. 
To the Editor of The Journal : 

This mill is owned by a joint-stock com- 
pany, which also owns the cotton mill at 
Atemajac, from which this mill probably took 
its name in the old directories, although we 
are a mile and a half from Atemajac and about 
five miles from Guadalajara, with which city 
Atemajac is connected by a tramway. The 
present general managers of these two 
mills are the Widow Corcuera & Sons (Viuda 
de Corcuerae Hijos). This is the largest and 
best equipped paper mill in the Mexican Re- 
public, and now contains two Fourdrinier 
machines, one 72-inch and one 46-inch, 
antl one 48-inch double-cylinder machine. 
This last is a new machine, built by Rice, 
Barton & Fales Company, of Worcester, 
Mass., as also the Fourdrinier part of the 72- 
inch machine. These have all been reset on 
solid stone foundations, and each machine has 
a 30 horse-power steam-engine to drive it, two 
of which are of double pattern (two cylinders), 
built by George & William Bertram, of Edin- 
burgh, Scotland, and the other by A. Burlin- 
game, of Worcester, Mass. 

We have eighteen rag-engines, ten of which 
are of 250 pounds and eight of 350 pounds, 
and three Jordan refining-engines, also new, 











globe rotaries, rag-cutters, &c. We make 
here a great variety of papers, such as book, 
news, lithographic, surface-coated, colored 
poster, &c., and a fair quality of ordinary 
writing and envelope papers, besides a large 
amount of cigarette paper, which is in great 
demand here, and all kinds of wrapping, 
cardboard, &c. 

We have a water-power with a fall of forty 
feet, and the engines are at present driven by 
an iron breast-wheel of forty feet diameter 
and eleven feet face, which will probably soon 
be replaced by a Leffel turbine. 

Guadalajara is the second city in importance 
in the republic—next to the city of Mexico— 
and by next May will be connected by all rail 
with your city, as they are now pushing 
through a branch of the Mexican Central 
Railroad which will connect with the trunk 
line at Iraputo. Our present communica- 


| tion with the railroad is at Lagos over the 


infernal roads I ever saw, and which 
become practically impassable in the rainy

The Wheelhorse. 
To the Editor of The Journal : 

The term ‘* wheelhorse ” used in the Scott- 
Verron contretemps is suggestive, as offer- 
ing a solution to many a business wreck. A 
boy enters a business house and grows up 
practically into all the detail and minutiz of 
its varied transactions ; he becomes, as it 
were, saturated with the daily routine of its 
business life, until he is finally admitted asa 
partner, and becoming possessed of all its 
business methods, it is hardly to be wondered 
at that other and less practical partners leave 
the brunt and burden of their cares to his 
younger shoulders. Or again, a man bereft of 
practical business knowledge invests capital 
ina concern, and as a result relies wholly and 
solely on his partner. In either case the prac- 
tical man is very apt to be the wheelhorse. 
But the trouble lies just here. It should not 
be forgotten that the practical man has de- 
sired, aimed and planned from the first to be 
the one leading spirit. He has managed in 
just that way to get full and complete control 
of the concern, very much, although, perhaps, 
not in the cringing fashion of Uriah Heep in 
‘*David Copperfield,” but in just as insid- 
ious a fashion. Then when disaster comes 
they and the outside world cry out: ‘‘ Over- 
borne by the weight and anxiety of a mighty 
business, another Atlas, bearing the globe 
upon his individual shoujders.” 

There is entirely too much of this leaving 
the financial weight and responsibility of a 
business in one man’s hands, trusting to one 
man’s methods and plans implicitly. Many 
a business in its undercurrent is engineered 
and manipulated secretly by one partner, re- 
gardless of the rights and without knowledge 
of the others. 

Responsibility should be more equally di- 
vided in a business. Of course men desire 
power and control in business just as they do 
in the more ambitious walks of life, and it is 
after all only mere egotism. Our moneyed 
institutions are fast finding this out, as we 
see by the repeated and continual supervision 
exercised over subordinates, from the lowest 
to the highest. 

Talent, of course, is displayed by the rise 
of a man from the lowest to the highest, but 
that does not say that he is to be removed 
altogether from criticism and oversight. 

The wheelhorse idea also finds expression 
under another aspect. It is that every 
business or enterprise needs a head to suc- 
ceed. So it does; but this often only degen- 
erates into the same egotistical difficulty. 
The head generally wants to be the whole 
body of the concern, to direct and have 
knowledge of every little dirty detail which 
goes to make up the business. In short, 
everyone else is to be a mere cipher to carry 
out the behests and plans of the one head. 
A business so conducted loses the capabilities 
and capacities of all subordinates, who are 
simply subservient to the head. To attain 
the best results from employees they must be 
permitted to a certain extent to be free agents 
in the positions to which they are called ; 
otherwise they are nothing more than errand 
boys. The proof of fitness in a head is the 
ability to exercise a controlling influence 
without being felt and without friction. Our 
most successful business men have been those 
who have had the ability to use and build 
upon the capacities of those about them, not 
centrirg all upon themselves and in them-

To the Editor of The Journal: 

This time a few words from the oldest little 
republic of Europe. And what American 
tourist has not made—at least once—a trip to 
this wonderfully beautiful land of the Alps? 
But I believe that not so many have visited the 
paper mills of this country. 

Yet beauty alone does not feed the millions 
of people who dwell between the rocks and 
the eternal snow-covered mountains. Even 
the very paper trade—with other highly de- 
veloped industries of the country—is an im- 
portant factor in elevating and increasing the 
common prosperity. 

Taking the fact into consideration that 








Switzerland is a small country and that hid- 
den among Alps and mountains it has to find 
its way to the world’s markets by expensive 
and extensive railway communications, we 
find that cnly greater progress in mercantile 
and technical perfection can gain a sure vic- 
tory. 

Obtaining necessary mill-power in Switzer- 
land is, as a rule, attended with great expense 
and labor, owing to the severe character of 
the country. 

Even by building canals from one to two 
kilometres in length, power enough to afford 
a concentration of mills, as in Appleton, Wis.; 
Lee, Dalton, Turner's Falls, Mass.; Bellows 
Falls, Vt., or Windsor Locks, Conn., &c., 
cannot be had. 

We cannot, therefore, compare the paper 
mills of this country with those of America 
in general. You talk of ‘‘ fine mills,” ‘‘ book 
mills,” ‘‘ news mills,” ‘* manilla wrapping ” or 
‘‘strawboard ” mills, &c., while a successful 
paper mill here must generally be equipped 
with plant and machinery for making not only 
cellulose, mechanical or boiled wood pulp and 
straw pulp for its own use, but also with ac- 
commodations for all kinds and grades of pa- 
per that can be made from these stuffs way 
up to the finest grades of ‘‘linen ledgers” 
and ‘‘ records.” 

As an example of all-conquering ingenuity 
in the way of cheapening the manufacture I 
can mention the method of conducting wood 
pulp from one mill to another at a distance of 
about one kilometre through chamotte (earth- 
en) pipes or tubes, something that I believe 
never was heard of in American mills. While 
the Massachusetts and Connecticut paper 
mills unload the pulp cars from Maine and 
Vermont at their mill doors, certain mills here 
only open a valve to let the pulp flow into the 
washing-engine to be freed from the surplus 
water before it is run into the mixing-engine 
with the other stuffs and ingredients required 
for the different qualities of paper desired. 

The cellulose factories of this country are 
mostly sulphite mills, anduse the Mitscherlich 
process, but certain manufacturers have made 
improvements of their own, and pay no atten- 
tion to the possessors of the various patents in 
this line. They have built cellulose factories 
of their own construction, making a most 
profitable combination of the processes of 
manufacture and of experience from the neigh- 
borhood and abroad, adding their own im- 
provements and cheaper methods, all of which 
result in a “ Naefs” (prominent manufacturer) 
‘private, all alone, using would-be patent sys- 
tem,” which does the work perfectly and de- 
livers a splendid fibre, excellent in color, 
strength, touch and flexibility. 

The process of manufacturing sulphite cel- 
lulose has of late been developed in a high de- 
gree of perfection, so that no more brown 
boiled or spoiled digesters will result or are to 
be had. 

The mammoth cellulose digesters of to-day, 
during every hour that the process is going on, 
allow such a perfect control of the direct or 
indirect steam-pressure of the lye in the diges- 
ter, of the water while washing or cooling off, 
and of the changing nature and strength of 
the lye under pressure, &c., that there is no 
chance for an unfavorable result. 

The paper-mill machinery is mostly sup- 
plied from domestic well-known machine- 
shops The latest improved ‘ beautiful” 
paper-machines, calenders, cutters, turbines, 
dynamos, namos, &c., can all be had at 
home. 

For these reasons the well-known papers of 
this country find a ready market near and 
abroad. 

Notwithstanding the mighty competition 
of the powerful surrounding nations car-loads 
of paper roll off daily in all directions from 
little industrious Switzerland toward England, 
France, Spain, Italy and South America. 

And not only paper, but also paper ma 
chinery can be found all over the Continent 
with the well-known trade-marks of Swiss 
firms. Yes, in a short while you will see 
some Swiss models, lately shipped from a ma- 
chine-shop here, cast in your glorious States. 
At present I believe they are on the Atlantic 
and will meet you soon ‘‘on the beautiful 
shore.” 

Most of the tourists have returned from 
their summer trips to the Alps, anda wishing 
you a happy return for the coming season, I 
am, &c., LEONARD.

Rates for actual business were as 
Sixty days’ sight, $4.813¢ ; demand, 
cables, $4.85'4@4.86; com- 
mercial, $4.804%@4 80%. Continental bills 
were quoted as follows: Francs, 5.24% and 
5.21%; reichsmarks, 9434@94% and 954@ 
95%; guilders, 40 and 40%. Government 
bonds were firm, reported sales being $20,000, 
registered, 44's, at 107%, and $10,000, cou- 
pon, do., at 107% Railroad bonds were 
quiet and steady. 


THE PAPER TRADE.—December is gen- 
erally a dull month with the local paper trade, 
and this month is no exception to the rule. 
Reports from mills, however, are the reverse 
of this, and most manufacturers have a goodly 
supply of orders, with product spoken for well 
ahead. As a rule prices are steady and un- 
changed. From first hands Writings are mov- 
ing in very fair shape and values remain as 
before, there being no material changes in 
figures. For the most part Book mills are 
busy and the market is steady, while in News 
there is a brisk and widespread demand, and 
the large, and in fact ali, mills running on this 
grade are reported crowded with orders.

Anthracite trade has been considerably easier 
since our last review, and there is nothing of 
sufficient importance likely to transpire during 
this month to change this condition of affairs.

as ‘‘ vicious, inequitable and illogical” a prin- 
ciple which for mere than a quarter of a cen- 
tury has been embodied in our economic 
legislation—a system under which the country 
has experienced a manufacturing developmen: 
that has silenced prophecy and confused sta- 
tistics, which more than half the American 
people believe in and are prepared to sustain 
against all attacks from citizens or aliens—he 
forfeits the rigbt to a respectful consideration 
for what he has to say. Unfortunately, a 
document of this character cannot be dis- 
missed as one would throw into the waste- 
basket a pamphlet by some _ intemperate 
writer who seeks to strengthen a bad cause 
by reckless and indefensible attack upon that 
which has been proven good by long experi- 
ence. Whatever its tone or its value as a 
contribution to economic literature, it is the 
President's Message, voicing the plan and 
purpose of the party of the administration, 
and likely to exert a great influence, not only 
in shaping legislation this winter, but in de- 
How 
mischievous its influence may be cannot well 
be judged so soon; but if it accomplishes 
nothing worse, it will have a depressing in- 
fluence upon most of the great industries 
contributing to the national wealth and dis- 
courage large enterprises of internal improve- 
ment. 

Those who have read the President's Mes- 
sage do not need to be told chat it ischaracter 
ized by the nascent zeal of one who suddenly 
becomes interested in a question which he has 
previously known very little about. It would 
seem to be in bad taste for a President to at- 
tempt to instruct Congress in the elements of 
political economy when he is obviously igno- 
rant of them himself. What he says about the 
surplus, being based upon Treasury statements, 
is no doubt true, and all classes of the people 
would approve a strong recommendation that 
the revenues be reduced to the requirements 
of a wise, prudent and liberal administration. 
The people were also prepared for a recom- 
mendation that the tariff be revised and that 
considerable additions be made to the free list. 
All this, and more, the President might have 
said with propriety. Indeed, he might have 
urged Congress to concede the propriety of 
abandoning the principle of protection to do- 
mestic industry and making trade as free as 
that of other countries offering us commercial 
reciprocity. It was, however, wholly unne- 
cessary for the President to support his posi- 
tion by an argument which would be severely 
handled if presented in a college debating 
club. The following quotation will serve for 
illustration : 


ciding the next presidential election. 


‘** These laws, as their primary and plain ef- 
fect, raise the price to consumers of all! ar- 
ticles imported and subject to duty by pre- 
cisely the sum paid for such duties. Thus 
the amount of the duty measures the tax paid 
by those who purchase for use these imported 
articles. Many of these things, however, are 
raised or manufactured in our own country, 
and the duties now levied upon foreign goods 
and products are called protection to these 
home manufactures, because they render it 
possible for those of our people who are 
manufacturers to make these taxed articles 
and sell them for a price equal to that de- 
manded for the imported goods that have paid 
customs duty. So it happens that while com- 
paratively a few use the imported articles, 
millions of our people, who never use and 
never saw any of the foreign products, pur- 
chase and use things of the same kind made 
in this country, and pay therefor nearly or 
quite the same enhanced price which the duty 
adds to the imported articles. Those who 
buy imports pay the duty charged thereon 
into the public treasury, but the great majority 
of our citizens, who buy domestic articles of 
the same class, pay a sum at least approxi- 
mately equal to this duty to the home manu- 
facturer. This reference to the operation ot 
our tariff laws is not made by way of instruc- 
tion, but in order that we may be constantly 
reminded of the manner in which they impose 
a burden upon those who consume domestic 
products as well as those who consume im- 
ported articles, and thus create a tax upon all 
our people.” 

It is nearly a quarter of a century since any- 
one who valued his reputation, or had any 
reputation at stake, has ventured to use in at- 
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tacking protection this venerable and shop. 
worn argument. It wil! not beara moment's 
investigation in the cold light of facts. Mil- 
lions of dollars’ worth of imported merchandise 
are every year sold in our markets for less 
than they cost importers, and domestic goods 
of unknown value are every year sold for 
consumption without returning to the manu- 
facturers the net cost of producing them. Only

During long intervals it has 
been possible to export the surplus products 
of many lines of manufacture to markets in 
whith the cheapest of foreign producers have 
equal and indeed better advantages. The 
President speaks of the ‘immense profits ” of 
our manufactures, as if they existed in fact 
and not merely in imagination. We venture 
to say that manufacturing under the tariff has 
not returned exceptional profits, taking the 
average of any ten years since the close of the 
war. Insome of the largest industries the 
margin of profits has been very narrow. We 
feel justified, therefore, in saying that an argu- 
ment intended to influence the action of Con- 
gress, which proceeds from false premises to 
mistaken conclusions, may, without impro- 
priety, be characterized inthe President’s own 
words as ‘‘ vicious, inequitable and illogical.” 

To this conclusion we are brought by the 
clauses introduced into the Message to mis- 
lead the manufacturers and 
The President says : 

‘*But the reduction of taxation demanded 
should be so measured as not to necessitate or 
justify either the loss of employment by the 
workingman or the lessening of his wages, 
and the profits still remaining to the manufac- 
turer, after a necessary readjustment, should 


wage-earners. 


furnish no excuse for the sacrifice of the in- 
terests of his employees either in their op- 
portunity to work or in the diminution of 
their compensation.” 

This and several paragraphs of like tenor 
are wholly inconsistent with the arguments 
with which he supports his attack upon pro- 
tection. If the system which protects Ameri- 
can labor is ‘‘ vicious, inequitable and illogi- 
cal,” should any concessions be made by 
honest reformers in the interest of those 
who are the admitted beneficiaries of this 
system? What the President says on this 
subject is evidently an afterthought. It has 
made his position even more ridiculous than 
his argument.—/ron Age. 


Gas from Oil. 





Quite a number of scientific men, man- 
ufacturers and railway officials assembled 
in Pittsburg last week to witness an experi- 
ment of making gas from oil and water. The 
furnace in which the gas is made is for vapor- 
izing oil. It is small and very rudely 
constructed, yet the experiment proved a 
great success. It showed that if the natural 
gas should play out a gas could be manu- 
factured at a cheaper cost than what is paid 
for it at present. The furnace stands about 
eight feet high, four feet long and about 
eighteen inches wide. The roof is arched, 


and the whole thing is made of solid castings. 
It is built with hollow chambers for superheat- 
ing steam. The steam in the furnace pre- 
vents the fire from burning out the castings. 
The furnace is so constructed as'to raise any 


A barrel of common oil was in this test set 
up high enough to allow the contents to flow 
through a pipe which runs over the top of 
the furnace dome. The oil dripped from holes 
in the pipe into four funnels the ends of 
which run into the top of the furnace.

Coming into contact 
with the iron it makes avapor. A large pipe 





into the bottom of a boiler, where combustion 
is formed. 

The object of the furnace is to be self-sup- 
porting in fuel, but the only difficulty to be 
overcome now is to get it to start itself. A 
fire must be first placed under the furnace to 
heat the iron which generates the gas. After it 
is started the gas which is generated and run 
into a boiler can also be turned in under the 
furnace and be used as fuel to make more gas. 
By this a complete circuit is formed, the gas 
coming out from the furnace, run into a boiler 
and back under the furnace again. Common 
crude oil may be used, and as the furnace 
feeds itself it requires no attention. By using 
the furnace steam can be gotten in a boiler in 
an hour. The vapor gas is very hot and the 
bricks about the opening of the boiler used in 
the test were ata white heat. The inventor 
claims that he can apply the process to rail- 
road trains and runthem. He says that with 
one barrel of oil he will make fuel and get up 
enough steam in an engine to run a train from

Improvements in treating hydrochloric acid 
to obtain chlorine from it are patented by 
Hargreaves and others. They refer to the 
hydrochloric acid gas evolved from the Har- 
greaves process of treating common salt with 
sulphurous acid, aqueous vapor and atmos- 
pheric air. The vapors are converted directly 
into chlorine by passing them through the 
well-known Deacon Harter apparatus, in 
which the rate of decomposition is increased 
by mixing a small quantity of vapor of chlo- 
ride of copper with the hydrochloric acid be- 
fore it enters the converter. The chlorine is 
then converted into bleaching powder. On 
account of the large quantity of inert 
gases, not chlorine, in the chlorinated gases, 
strong bleaching powder cannot be made from 
them. By certain arrangements the chlorine is 
absorbed by lime in the upper shelves of the 
absorbing chamber; strong chlorine is ad- 
mitted to the space over the bottom shelf, 
from which point, to the point where the weak 
chlorine enters the chamber, the unfinished 
bleaching powder is constantly stirred and ex- 
posed to an atmosphere of strong chlorine 
until bleaching powder of high strength is ob- 
tained. The growth of the ammonia-soda 
process threatens to run up the price of chlo- 
rine and of bleaching powder. It is, there- 
fore, of interest to consumers of chloride of 
lime that additional methods of producing it 
should be discovered. It is stated that, al- 


though the chlorine made from the hydro- 
chloric acid in the Deacon Harter apparatus 
will be dilute, it will be practically free from 
carbonic acid, which is a drawback in the 
Deacon Harter process.
